Mr. LunseÈh called on Mr. Bruce Johnson, Regfonal
DlrecÈor, Bureau of Recla¡nation, Èo discuss Èhe
fÍrst'Ítem on the agenda. ThÍs relaËed to the ín-
creased costs of the Garrison Diversion Unit which
occurred between January 1961 and l{ay 1962. Mr.

GARRIS$I DIVERSION UNIT
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Johnsou indicaÈed that three cost estimates had been made oD the lnitial 2501000
acre Garrison Diversioo proJect. The lnÍtÍaI cost estimate was made October 1,
1959 and approxímated 169 million dollars. On January 1 the report was amended
and a cost estimate of 183 míllion dollars r{ras arrived at. This was coasidered
adequate for the feasibility report Ëo be included in Seaate Document 230 which
was heard by the Senate Interior and Insular Affairs CourítÈee 1n June 1961. Siuce
thaL time several iterns had been increased which resulÈed in the new cost estimate
being pegged at 219 million dollars, which reflected a cost increase of 36 míllion
dollars in approximately a fifteen months perlod. It was indicated that the in-
crease in the cost estimate resulted frour the fact that Èhe Bureau of Reclarnation
had obtained detaiLed studies above that requÍred by Congress for cusÈomery pro-
ject authorizaÈion consideration. Mr. Johuson stated that thís was an apparent
penalty for getting ahead of the program with iavesÈigations and estÍmates; ho!üever,
it would afford Congress their best opportunity of evaluating a reclamatiotr Pro-
ject on its true meríts. Iteus such as increase cost for fish aad wÍldlife benefiËs
amounted to 7.5 millíon dollars, recreation 1.5 nillion doLlars, increase in
drainage facílities, increased costs for installatíon of the pumping unit at the
Snake Creek arn and canal linÍng. Also included in Ëhe costs not formerly included
was $115001000 for canal roads. A more extensive lateral canal systemwas found
necessary to better serve the irrigable acreage which is noË concentrated but
interspersed in dry land areas. Mr. Johnson pointed out as a result of the in-
creased cost esËimate the benefit to cost ratío had been reduced from 1.37:1 to
1.15:1. Mr. Johnsou everred thaË ever since the Senate Select Co¡u¡rittee pointed
out the extreme losses that, \rere occurring in the transmission of water on the
Bureau of Reclarnation projects an endeavor had been made to reduce seePage losses
on Bureau of Reclamation projects. He inrplled that three acre-feet r\tere diverted
for each acre-foot that nras actually put to use. For thls reasoD, he opÍned that
Ëhe Bureau had intensified Íts effort to conserve htater so greater amounÈs wouLd
be available for other purposes and had prescribed the íncreased use of canal lin-
ìng to accornplish thís objective. Included in the new estimaÈe !ùas an ouÈlet
t¡orks at the Looe Tree Da¡r which would permit the release of waÈer Ínto the
Sheyenne Rlver.

l'1r. Johason Èhen revealed information pertaÍning to
the Basin Pr¡ser AccounË. He funplied that it. r¡as oa the borderlÍne as to pay ouÈ.
lle indicated that reveaues approxÍmating 43 milLion dollars would be needed by the
Missouri River Basin Project by 1975 to meet project financing. This is met
through the sale of generating facilities, dtrmp porìrer, firm power and wheeling
arrangements. Ile averred Èhat the proposal recently made by Ëhe fourteen
private companies would have resulted in failure for the basin account. It would
be necessary for the Bureau to bank 100 kilor¿atÈs with this power grouP for every
85 used at a later date. On Èhe orher hand, through the Basin Electric Generating
group the Bureau would receive a kilo¡att for each kilowatt banked. He informed
Èhe group that the basin group had been fnformed that íf they construct their
plaut, the Bureau of Recl-amation would deal wiÈh them as their installation will
help Èhe Bureau rather than harm íËs operations. He predicated that by January 1,
L963, the Bureaurs power revenues would be ln good shape although the rate struc-
ture may require a modest adjustment. IIe stated that was hopeful as Ëhe Upper
Colorado Power formula would be used fu the Missourl Basin as it would euhance the
pay ouÈ possibility in this basin. Mr. Johnson, when questioned as to whether
the íncreased cosÈ estimate of the project would be reflected in added cost to
water users, stated Èhat it would remain the same as it has been announced by the
Secretary of the Interior.

Corrnissiouer Lunseth inquired as Èo what suggestions
the Bureau had regarding the lignite proposal. Mr. Johnson finplÍed that the
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Lignlte people had never made an offer relatÍve to Èhe Bureau's peak capacity.

l'1r. Lunseth called on Senator Burdíck to give his
opinion regardÍng the increased cost estimate of the Garrison Diversion Unit.
Senator Burdick stated he was dfsappointed and shocked over Lhe fncreased cost
indicated by the latest Garrison Diversion Unit cost estlmate. Ttre increase was

called to his attention on lfay 29th. Ile saíd that the Garrison Diversion Unitrs
priority up to this time úras very good in view of the passage of the San Juan Chama

Fryíogpan-Arkansas projects. IIe staÈed that Èhe Bureau of Reclamation had had
some rough buurps this year, one beÍng the UuÍted States Department of AgriculËurers
sÈatement Èhat 50TOOOTOOO acres of land should be retired from producÈion by 1980.
He also stated that the Riverton Project in t'Iyoming has been practically abandoned
and has left a bad taste ln the mouths of many seDaÈors and congressmen. The

Senator also stated that the Fish and l^líIdltfe had requested 156,000 acres for Íts
use in the míllion acre projecÈ; however, this had only been reduced to L49'000
acres for the 25Or0O0 acre project. He stated that he contacted SenaLor Anderson,
Chairman of the Interior and fnsular Affalrs Conrmittee regarding the increased
costs on the project proposal. Senator Andersoa recolmended that aaother hearing
be held before the Senate Cormnittee on Interior aad Insular Affairs on the projecË
before submitting it to the floor. He pointed out thaÈ there would be much
critícism of the project tf ít were submitt,ed Ëo the floor of the Senate withouÈ
further clearance from the Interior and Insular Affairs CowniLtee, as the hÍgher
cosÈ would þave to be revealed on Ëhe SenaÈe floor. As a consequeûce, Èhere would
be no other alternative buË Èo call the bill back for conr¡niÈtee consideration. IIe

recommended that we settle our differences in regard to the veÈo power over the
fish and wildlife purchases before r^re request ne!ù hearlngs on the Garrison Diver-
sion Uait. IIe Ís currently making arrangements for a hearing before Seuator
Magnusonrs Conmerce Committee on this subject. lle believed we should have
witnesses avaÍlable atthis heariog. Ile then requested Èhat I'lr. J. C. Eaton
discuss Ëhe Stockmen Associationrs stand on Ëhis matter.

Mr. Eaton stated that several other organízations, be-
sides Èhe Stockmenrs Association, favored veËo power over the land acquisition
policy of the Fish and Wildlife. He lndl-cated that through resolution the Fam
Brrr"a,r, the Stockrnenrs Assocíatíon, Èhe Greater North Dakota AssocÍation and the
North Dakota County Cormlissionerrs Association favored some type of veÈo power
in S. 230 as iÈ applied to the Fish and l{ildlife land acquisitíon. He believed
mosÈ groups would endorse the bill if put in the hands of the Governor or the
Garrison Dfr¡ersion UnÍt.

Mr. Lunseth stated that from the evidence presented
aÈ the meeÈing it would be in order Ëo have a motion exPressing the desires of
the group. Mr. IIal Davi-es moved that this group reco nnend to Senator Burdick
and Congres$man Nygaard that heari-ngs oa the Garrisou Diversion Unit authorLzaËlon
proposal be withdrawn from consideration by the present legisLature and that it
b. p."seoterl at the aext session of Congress at the earliest Possible date. The

moÈion r.ras secoqded by Mr. Murray Baldwfn of Fargo and Mr. Oscar Berg of Minot
and was adopted by a voice vote.

I'fr. Hal Davies then moved that the group extead its
sincere appreciation to Senator Burdick and Bruce Johnson for Ëheir explanatíon
of the project status. The motion hras seconded by Reese Bartlett aad adopted
by voice vote.
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EATON IRRIGATION PROJECT Mr. J. C. Eaton initlated a request to the state
REQUEST Idater Coaservation Comrission that a survey be made

relaËive Èo extending írrigatíon to 100 additional
acres ia Èhe Eaton project. He stated that sqne levelfng and dikÍng would be

requíred to accorr¡rlish the proposed lncreased acreage. IIe requested that the
SËate l,rlater Conservation Cqr¡¡nission make e survey and supply the írrÍgaËíon
district with a cost estimate. He expressed a desfre to have the Conmission
esti-mate costs for installing a new control structure throughouË the projecÈ.
Mr. Eaton gave Èhe Co¡missíon a brief hisÈory of the project. IIe stated ít
covered 7000 acres and was or¿ned by 38 individuals. Ttreir ownership varied from
10 to 700 acres. Origíually the project cost $5 per acre. Thfs cost is extremely
1or,r as ít was done i¡ the depresslon with certain Federal grants. He ímplÍed that
theír board was somewhat dífferent than the oÈher frrigaÈion distrÍcts Ín view of
the facÈ that the Board of GouuÈy CormnissÍoners was resPonsible for appointing
thè districË board.

llhen questÍoned about Iùater rÍghts, he indícated thaÈ
it would not require more water than present,ly allotted Èo them. This a¡nounts to
1Or0O0 acre-feeE. Ttre Couunission agreed, through voice vote, to have Secretary
HoÍsveen make a cost estimate and survey of the project. The motion was made by
Corunissioner I'fath Dahl and seconded by Conrnissioner Conrin.

IIATERSIIED PROJECT LEITBR- SecreËary lloisveen stated that as a result of the
L¡mess Lloy<l meeting of May 15th Mr. L¡mess L1oyd, State Conser-

vatlonfst, Soil Conservatlon Service' had forwarded a

letter ín which he outlíned methods whereby the CosntÍssion could avail then-
selves of more information pertaíning to waËershed projecÈs being consÈructed
under the jurisdiction of that agency. the Secretary was directed Èo send e coPy
of the letter to the various cos¡nfsslon nembers for Eheír information and further
consideration at the next meeËÍng of Èhe Co¡¡rnission.

N.I.{. BELL TI1LEPIIONE CO. A request was read concerning Ehe desires of the
REQUEST NorthwesÈera BelI Telephone Conrpany to place a sub-

marlne cable frorn Central Park in Grand Forks, under
the Red RÍver of the North, to 7th Street Ín EasÈ Grand Forks. The letter stated
that the Northwestern Bell Telephone Company had previously obtained permission
to make such ínstallations and had also received approval of the Corps of Engineers.
ConrmÍssione:: Corwin moved thaÈ permission be granted to the North¡¡estern Bel1
Telephone Company to iustall a cable across Èhe Red RÍver Ín accordance r¿íth the
plans submitted to the Co¡runission relatiug to the installation. lhe motion hlas

seconded by Comurissioner Math Dahl and adopted by voice vote.

AI'IARD OF DRILLING The SÈate [{ater Conservation Conruission reviel¡ed the
CONTRACT FOR BURLEIGH bÍds of five flrms who submÍËted bids for ÈesÈ

COUNTY SURVEY drilling on the Burleigh County ground qteter survey.
The bids varied frour $7,900 to $L4,425. Ttre Mann

Drtllfng Cornpany of Dickinsoa submitted the 1or¡ bid for drillÍng 9000 feet at 80Ç
per foot aÈ a total cost of $7,200. For perforxling extra work, at a rate of
$14 per hour to the extent of $700. It was moved by Comissioner Gallagher Èhat
the Conrnission accept the low bid preseuted by the Mann Drilling Company. The
motion riras rieconded by Cornnissloner Math Dahl and carried.

MILTON DAl,Í SURVEY The Corunission members vofced approval of a survey in
the vicinity of Mílton, North Dakota to determine the

feasibility of constructing a dam on the NorÈh Branch of the Park River for
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munbipal water rtupply. The water would be used by the cities of Grafton, Hoople
and with pipelirre possibilíties for Crystal end St. Thomas. Secretary Hoisveen
pointed out the extreme water shortage Èhat exfsted Ín that area and the adverse
affect it has h,rd on the towns of lloople, CrysÈal and St. Tho¡nas. The ciËy of
GrafÈon has mad,¿ application for the survey and has advanced $200 for use in connec-
tion therewith.

I{IT1IAM I^IAIER RIT3HT Secretary lloisveen requested the desires of the Cou-
/¡'.859 mission relative to contínulng the Lyle tlitham water

right application. He Ímplied this rrtas a request for
obtainlng hrater from underground supplies in connectíon with an irrigation proJect
operated by Mr. I,Iitham. IIe stated that J. C. EaÈon had obJected to the Íssuance
of a water righE to I'Ir. I.Iitharn because it nould adversely affect alfalfa ín the
area by redrrcing the avaílability of ground atater. Hoisveen stated that almost
two years had ,:lapsed since Èhe hearing was recessed and the Corunission had suf-
ficieut informaEion available to it to support Mr. I{ithamrs applÍcation. He

Índicated thaË in view of the uaiqueness of the applicatlon it would be deslrable
to have the cor¡nission members present and if it was the desire of the Coruníssion
arrangements would be made to hold the hearing in connection with the next Corunis-
sion meetin¡¡. Ihis action trras agreed uPon.

GAI'1MA RAY AllD Additional equipment needs were being asserted as a

ELECTRIC LOGGER result of the expanded ground $tater programs of the
Cor¡rnission. Hoisveen staÈed thaÈ the Cø¡ttission is

currently usíng the electríc logger supplÍed to them by the North Dakota State
Geological Survey. The use was limited to Èhe State l^later Co¡u¡lssion drill rig.
ÏJiÈh the awardiog of coaËract work addiÈional equipment would be needed. It
was therefore recon¡nended to the Conunission that steps be taken to purchase a

new electric logger Íncluding a garúria r..ay attachment for use in connection ¡vith
the program. The estimated cosË of the machi¡e would approximate $5,000. It
was moved by Coonissioner Steinberger and secouded by Cmissioner Gallagher that
st.eps be taken Eo purchase this equipment to rneet the needs of the Co'rrnissionts
ground rúater progrnm.

cRAl{D FORKS DRAIN /Ê13 A requesÈ was received in Èhe office of the State
Iilater Coruuission for participatíon in Grand Forks

County DraÍn 1113. Ihe total cost of the drain approximated $141323.04 which
includes the following items: excavation, $8r543.04; spofl bank levelÍng $780;
16t drop structure, $51000. It was moved by Connissioner Col*rin aod secooded by
Con¡nissíoner Stei¡rberger that the Conrnissíon participate in drain /Ét3 as soon as
obligations and other consÈrucfÍon features htere made available Ëo Ëhe Coruníssíon.
Carried.
